FORTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 


THE Anti-polygamy bill came up in the 
Senate, 15th, and the amendments proposed 
by the Committee on Judiciary were read and 
agreed to up tothe fifth section, which author- 
izes the President to grant amnesty to classes 
of oftenders guilty before the passage of the 
act of bigamy, polygamy or unlawful cohab- 
itation, on such conditions as he may think 
proper. Mr. Hoar suggested the query wheth- 
er, under his exercise of the pardoning power, 
which was limited to pardons and reprieves 
in individual cases, the President could, con- 
stitutionally, pardon whole classes of offend- 
ers against a particular law upon such condi- 
tions as he may prescribe. Mr. Edmunds 
said the committee had been in doubt wheth- 
erany provision or point was necessary at all, 
and had inserted it only because the question 
was an open. one. The object of 
it was to enable the Government to say to the 
great body of the Utah people: “ If vou stop 
this practice and sin no more you will not be

AFTER a short ‘executive session, on the 
16th, the Senate proceeded with the Anti-po- 
lygamy Dill, the question being upon the 
eighth section, as reported from the Judicia- 
ry Committee.

Mr. Pendleton 
objected to several features of the bill, par- 
ticularly to the one excluding from the jury 
box known polygamists in trials for polyga- 
my, etc. The remaining committee amend- 
ments and several sections of the bill were 
finally agreed to and the bill was rted to 
the Senate as fromthe committee of the whole.

LATE NEWS ITEMS. 


THE Senate passed the Apportionment 
bill on the 2lst, and the House further 
amended the Post-oftice bill, Adjourned 
until 23d. 

A LOCOMOTIVE boiler exploded in the 
Wabash roundhouse at La Fayette, Ind., 
on the 20th. The concussion blew out the 
walls and the roof erashed down on the 
shapeless ruins. The roundhouse and ex- 
ploded engine were totally demolished. Fif- 
teen locomotives were buried in the ruins. 
The disaster created intense excitement. 
Had it occurred ten minutes later twenty 
men would have been caught. As it was 
seven men were buried under the wreck, of 
whom three were unhurt, three slightly and 
Michael Kunnuff dangerously wounded. 

Tue Coroner's jury investigating the 
death of Mrs. Neilson, at Pittsburgh, Pa., 
have rendered a verdict that she died in con- 
sequence of a fall while intoxicated, and not 
from a beating by her husband, as previ- 
ously reported. 

TueE residence of George Cunning- 
ham, Ameliasburg, Can., was destroyed by 
fire on the 20th, and his three children were 
burned to death. 

SopHiE TURNER, of St. Albans, Vt., 
has been arrested for burning to death ona 
hot stove a child of 3 years, a sonof Peter 
Gerry. 

THERE was a desperate shooting 
mateh in Louisville, Ky., on the 2th, in 
which John Wyatt, the famous ex-Govern- 
ment Marshal, who has bagged more moon- 
shiners than any man in the country, was 
probably fataily wounded by Jesse Cun- 
ningham and Thomas J. Connell, two dep- 
uties of the City Court, who had warrants 
for his arrest on a charge of selling liquor to 
minors. Fourteen shots were exchanged, 
Wyatt receiving three wounds and Connell 
a scratch on the temple. 

THE court-martial to try Sergeant 
Mason, who shot at Guiteau, adjourned to 
procure a diagram of the jail and surround- 
ings.

The Murat Mansion at Tallahagsee, 
Fia., burned on the evening of Jan. 6, says 
an exchange, was oneof the historic houses 
ot America.

Mr. Ken- 
nedy, who may be a crank, or a private 
detective, or anything, claims that ho 
has discovered the rendezvous of the 
James boys, which is located at the base 
of the Boston Mountains in Arkansas. 

In order to prosecute his search into 
the interior of that wild and uninhabited 
country, he engaged to work as a sec- 
tion-hand on a railroad two years ago. 
While scouting about the country in the 
vicinity of Boston Mountain one day he 
discovered a dilapidated-looking house, 
the only sign of cizilization in existence 
in that locality for miles around. Le 
walked up to this house and knocked at 
the door, when a man xapparently fifty 
years of age, with a shaggy beard, look- 
ing savagely from a pair of restless eyes, 
came out and asked him what he want- 
ed. Kennedy was surprised to find that 
this man was Bill Atchison,one of Quan- 
trell’s band, whom he had known dur- 
ing the civil war, in 1863. As soon as 
Atchison recognized him, he looked at 
him suspiciously, as much as to say, 
what in the world brought you into this 
(rog-forsaken country. and then sullenly 
invited him to walk into the house. As 
soon as his host found that his guest was 
engaged in working on a railroad, near- 
ly a day’s ride from his house, and had 
simply found the place while hunting, 
he became more hospitable, and invited 
Kennedy to make him visits from time 
to time. Kennedy made several 
visits, and finally his host became 
confidential, and communicated to 
him his seeret. Ie told him that 
he was the person through whom the 
James boys and some of their comrades 
occasionally communicated with the 
outside world. Ile was known to the 
world as the eccentric old hermit, and 
people looked upon him with supersti- 
tion rather than suspicion. 

Kennedy then asked him where the 
Jaines boys were. 

‘To this question he answered: ‘Their 
rendezvous is a short distance from here, 
at the foot of Boston Mountain. They 








composed of a few survivors of Quan- 
trell’s band and a number of other des- 
peradoe:. ‘lhe narrator said that he 
conveyed to the James boys newspapers 
and gave them information regularly. 
The band was in the habit of taking 
long trips, and never molested the few 
inhabitants within twenty-five or thirty 
miles of their rendezvous. Tor that 
reason people living in that section 
would rather assist in keeping their 
whereabouts secret than incur their dis- 
pleasure. Many farmers in Arkansas, 
the narrator said, knew where the ren- 
dezvous of the James boys was located, 
but found it convenient to avoid Boston 
Mountain and hold their tongues. They 
knew, he said, that the moment they 
said anything they would be spotted 
and put out of the way. Kennedy served 
in the Confederate army during the 
war, and showed his left hand, which 
lacked a finger, to corroborate the state- 
ment. The finger, he said, had been 
shot off by a guerrilla. Ife also said 
that there were two illicit distilleries 
running fyll blast a few miles from Bos- 
ton Mountain. As the country was wild 
and sparsely settled, these distillers had 
never been disturbed. The Government 
evidently knew nothing of their exist- 
ence, for no measures had ever been 
taken to shut them down. Mr. Kennedy 
was absolutely certain that the ren- 
dezvous of the James boys was at the 
foot of the mountain. The band of out- 
laws to which they belong, he said,were 
so strong and well-drilled that it would 
be difficult for any other than a strong 
military force to capture them. The 
country for miles around near Boston 
Mountain was wild, rocky and fit for 
nothing. There were caves and re- 
treats in the region he knew, and could 
conceive of no better place for a ren- 
dezvous than had been selected.—Sé.

THE OVERFLOW. 
Breaks im Levees, causing Great Dam- 
age to Property and Crops along 

the Mississippi River. 

Memnpsis, TEsx., February 20,—The 
levee around Laconia Circle, 150 miles 
south of Memphis, broke Thursday 
evening. Eighteen cotton plantations 
are submerged. From eight hundred 
to one thousand hands are employed 
on these places, and 5,000 bales of 
cotton produeed per annum. 

A levee broke on the west or White 
river side while seven hundred expe- 
rienced hands were working on the 
front or Mississippi side, Laconia 
Circle bas been dry since the great 
overflow of 1867. 

-The disaster is likely.to fali the 

heaviest on the poor people, who own 
all the cattle, which they will not be 
able to feed. Works on crops had 
begun, and the damage will be esti- 
mated by the length of time the over- 
flow lasts. Another crevasse oceurre‘| 
yesterday near Austin, sixty miles be- 
low here, which threatens to flood the 
entire country to Friar’s Point, thirty- 
‘five miles below, and perhaps the en-. 
tire Sun Flower River Valley. The 
disastrous effects of the overflow will 
be felt from Cairo to Natchez, as cot- 
tou planting preparations had just be- 
run. 
: February 21.—A special despatch 
from Helena, dated last night, says the 
situation remains unchanged. The 
river has been at a stand for the past 
twenty-four hours. The water in the 
city continues rising. aud is uow over

**That Dirty Hog.” 

At present I have time and space to 
potice ouly one vile slander continually 
hurled at the hog. Away back in the 
lays of unadulterated cussedness some 
concienceless sinner used the expres- 
sion, *‘that dirty hog,’ and ever Bince 
tov too unutterably too people have 
sid it over and over again—“that dirty 
hog.’ The truth of the matter is that 
a hog is a cleanly and well-disposed 
animal, and when he is given a chance 
will keep himself ready to answer the 
front-door bell at all hours. And this 
fact is allthe more to the praise of the 
hog, because he keeps clean from princi- 
ple and pure love of cleanliness, and 
not from policy and a hope of prolone- 
ing his days ia the land his birth. 
Ife does not know hygience®rom a tem- 
perance tract. If you were to talk to 
him of the evils likely to result from 
closed pores, he would probably think 
you were & returned missionary and 
wanted a chew of tobacco. It is not 
from any such base considerations, nor 
of such an earthly nature as health and 
long life, that he is clean, but from an 
innate principle implanted in his soul, 
a virtue as bright as the inside of a brass 
kettle. When a hog is kept in a close 
sty and compelled to eat sleep, and 
willow in his own manure, it cannot 
keep clean, however hard it may tiy to 
maintain a presentable appearance. I 
know that a hog will wallow. He likes 
it. Ile loves to bathe. And if you give 
him clean water to bathe in he will 
come out of the bath as clean as a new 
pin. He does not ask for hot and cold 
water reservoirs; for an intricate ar- 
rangement of tubs and faucets; for 
towels and flesh-brushes. All he wants 
is water, clean water, in which to per- 
form his ablutions, and he will be con- 
tent. More than this, the hog is the 
only large domestic animal that will 
build himself a bed and keep it clean. 
Where a hog can yet the materials, he 
will always make a warm nest, and, no 
matter how cold the nights may be, 
never deposit any manure therein. 
More than this, it is always careful to 
deposite both solid and liquid droppings 
away from the place where it eats, and 
that is a virtuous trait possessed by very 

The hog is as cleanly 
about himself as either horse or the ox, 
if not more so, and if so much care and 
straw were used in bedding him, as 
much labor in removing manure from 
his quarters or in rubbing it from his 
body, as are expended upon horses and 
cattle, the expression “that dirty hog”?

—The profits for breeding good 
blooded horses in California are becom- 
ing generally recognized, and at many 
points in the State men have turned 
their attention especially to this indus- 
try, reaping large rewards. 

—The Bee-keepers’ Convention at 
Utica, N. Y., afew days since, appoint- 
ed a detective committee to prowl 
around among the bees next summer, 
and find out what members of the fra- 
ternity are guilty of mixing glucose 
with their honey. 

—John A. Phelps, of Connecticut, in- 
culcates in his boys a love of country 
life and the paternal acres by renting 
them plots of ground for potatoes and 
other crops, selling them manure, and 
taking pay in labor, teaching them to 
make their own sales, keep their own 
accounts, and handle their own moncy. 

—Floating Island: Swecten a pint 
of thick cream with white sugar, flavor 
with lemon and whip to a froth; pour a 
pint of thick cream into a glass dish, 
lay sponge cake in thin slices over it 
lightly, then a layer of some kind of 
bright jelly, then put the whipped 
cream on the top. To whip cream 
use an egg-beater, and as fast as the 
froth rises take it off and lay it on a 
seive, set over another bowl, then be- 
fore you put the whipped cream onthe 
floating island, pour that which has 
drained off into the bottom of the dish. 


—An agricultural exchange says: 
Every paper in the United States ought 
occasionally to keep the fact before its 
readers that burnt corn is a certain and 
speedy cure for hog cholera. The best 
way is to make a pile of corn on the 
cobs, effectually scorch it, and then give 
the affected hogs free accessto it. This 
remedy was discovered by E. E. Lock 
at the time his distillery was burnt in 
Lewistown, Ill., together with a large 
lot of store corn, which was so much in- 
jured as to be unfit for use, and greedily 
eaten by the hogs, several of which were 
dying daily. After the second day not 
a single hog was lost, and the disease 
entirely disappeared. The remedy has 
been tried in a number of cases since, 
and has never failed. 


—If kerosene oil is added to sperm oil 
it will prevent the latter from gumming. 
Mix thoroughly one hundred parts of 
oil with four parts of chloride of lime 
and twelve of water. Now adda small 
quantity of the decoction of oak bark to 
destroy all traces of gelatinous matter 
still remaining, and allow the impurities | 
to settle. Next agitate the clear part 
with a little sulphuric acid; settle once 
more and remove the acid by washing, 
and see to it that none of the acid re- 
mains. If the oil shows any signs of 
becoming rancid it ought to be boiled 
with water and a little bicarbonate of 
magnesia for about fifteen minutes, 
when it will likely lose the power to 
redden litmus paper. 

—Snow custard is adainty dish, suit- 
able for dessert or for tea. “Use half a 
package of gelatine, three eggs, one 
pint of swect milk, two cups of sugar, 
and the juice of two good sized lemons.

Modes that Pay Best. 





The profits arising from the several | 
products of the farm are not usually es- | 
timated with such care as to enable the | 
farmer to say which particular source of 
income has been the best, on the score 
of net profit. Each day's duties, wheth- 
er on or off the farm, if paid for on the | 
score of time, of course leave their own 
estimate when the day is ended. If the 
farmer and breeder rested upon any 
such basis for getting ahead in the world, 
the balance sheet would make a ruinous 
showing at the end of the year. If his 
plans are not wisely laid, with a view to 
an indirect hourly gain to his purse, 
through the growth of crops, that, while 
he is asleep, reach down into the chem- 
ical laboratory beneath the surface— 
which is his mine—bringing up the ele- 
ments of growth, and through the steady 
growth of the young stock on the farm 
—also a mine—then he lacks tact in 
using his acres to advantage. The value 
of a mine is not in the surface it covers, 
but in the richness within a given space. 
The practical value of a given field is 
not that it contains a specified number 
of acres, but that the yield is large for 
the surface covered. 

The profits in farming and stock grows 
ing are not usually counted up with pre- 
cision, so that it may be known whether 
there is or is not any profit in a given 
undertaking. It is partially but not 
entirely true that it is more difficult to 
keep accounts on the farm from which 
the same accurate conclusions may be 
arrived at as is possible in ordinary lines 
of trade. If a certain enclosure in pas- 
ture grass causes a given number of 
steers to gain a specified number of 
hundred pounds during the season, as 
shown by the scales, then it is not diffi- 
cult to show by the figures what the in- 
come will be from the gross gain. If 
farmers would adopt the plan of doing 
this, many of them would see the mag- 
nitude of the mistake made in keeping 
cattle that bring only three or four cents 
a pound, in place of such as bring six, 
cents. The footings would stagger a 
man who had never tested the difference 
by figuring up the outgo and the income 
on the two classes, side by side. 

What is true of the ‘steers, has.an 
equally apt illustration in dairying, as 
nothing can be easier than to charge up 
the grass on a given surface, giving 
credit on the opposite page for the 
amount of butter and cheese produced 
during the season. bes
